  3. Universal service fund contribution system reform

  (b) Considerations In conducting the rulemaking required under subsection (a), the Commission shall consider— 
  (1) the relative equities and burdens of the proposed changes to the contribution system of the Universal Service Fund with respect to consumers and businesses;  
  (2) the impact of the proposed changes to the contribution system of the Universal Service Fund on seniors; and
